a handle 

a display ffor displaying a drink recipe, coupled to the handle; and 
5 a measuring revice extending from the handle for measuring ingredients. 

2. The bar tool of claim 1 , wherein the measuring device comprises a first and a 
second measuring container

capacity larger than the second container.

5. The bar tool of claim 4, farther comprising an actuator for scrolling through the

6. The bar tool of claim 4, wherei\ each drink title has an associated list of 
1 5 ingredients stored in the memory. 

7. The bar tool of claim 6, further com^ising an actuator for scrolling through the 
list of ingredients stored in the memory. 

8. The bar tool of claim 1 > further comprising controller for determining text to be 
displayed on the display. 

20 9. The bar tool of claim 8, wherein the controller displays a next ingredient in the 

recipe when the sensor senses rotation of the handle.

12. Tfte bar tool of claim 4, further comprising a communications port for changing 
the memory. 

13, The ba^tool of claim 1, wherein the measuring device is removable from the 

handle. 

5 14. The bar tobl of claim 1 , wherein the measuring device is rotatable in the handle. 

15. A bar tool, comprising: 
a handle, 

a memory disposed in the fo^ndle, the memory storing at least one drink title and an 
associated drink recipe, 

10 a display capable of displaying tfye drink title and the associated drink recipes coupled to 

the handle; and 

a measuring device extending from th^ handle for measuring an ingredient listed in the 
drink recipe. 

16. The bar tool of claim 15, further cod^prising an actuator for scrolling through a 
1 5 plurality of drink titles stored in the memory. 

1 7. The bar tool of claim 1 5, further comprising a communications port for changing 
the memory. 

18. The bar tool of claim 15, wherein the measurin§\jlevice is removable from the 

handle. 

20 19. The bar tool of claim 1 5, wherein the measuring devi^f is rotatable in the handle. 

20. A tool, comprising: 
a handle, 

a display for displaying a recipe, coupled to the handle; and 
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anaeasuring device extending from the handle for measuring ingredients. 

21. \ The tool of claim 20, wherein the measuring device comprises a first and a second 
measuring combiner. 

22. Thktool of claim 21, wherein the first measuring container has a volume capacity 
5 larger than the seconoscontainer, 

23. The tool o( claim 20, fiirther comprising a memory for storing a plurality of 

recipes. 

24. The tool of clafin 23, further comprising an actuator for scrolling through the 
plurality of recipes stored in the memory. 

1 0 25. The tool of claim 23, ^herein each recipe has an associated list of ingredients 

stored in the memory. 

26. The tool of claim 25, furth^ comprising an actuator for scrolling through the list 
of ingredients stored in the memory. 

27. The tool of claim 20, further com]s(rising a controller for determining text to be 
1 5 displayed on the display. 

28. The tool of claim 20, wherein the display displays text. 

29. The tool of claim 20, wherein the display oisplays icons. 

30. The tool of claim 23, further comprising a communications port for changing the 
memory. 

20 31. The tool of claim 20, wherein the measuring device irremovable from the handle. 

32. The tool of claim 20, wherein the measuring device is rotatable in the handle. 

33. The tool of claim 20, wherein the recipe is selected from tn^ group consisting of a 
plant or animal feed or treatment, color, baking and cooking.

34. v A tool, comprising: 
a handle^ 

a memory disposed in the handle, the memory storing at least one title and an associated 

recipe, 

5 a display capabl£\pf displaying the title and the associated recipes coupled to the handle; 

and 

a measuring device ext^ding from the handle for measuring an ingredient listed in the 

recipe. 

35. The tool of claim 34, > frirther comprising an actuator for scrolling through a 
1 0 plurality of titles stored in the memory. 

36. The tool of claim 34, furthe\comprising a communications port for changing the 
memory. 

37. The tool of claim 34, wherein the Wasuring device is removable from the handle. 

38. The tool of claim 34, wherein the measuring device is rotatable in the handle.

plant or animal feed or treatment, color, baking and cooking 
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
